From Our Oun Correspendent,
New York, August 27, 1860,
The Blue-Eyed Baby Rusiness.

Tho Philadelphia readors of the most notorl-
ous of the New York dally newspapers will pro-
bably, al one time or other, have had thelr
altention attracted to a certaln quarter of the
Journal wherein parties wishing to adopt beauti-
ful blue-cyed Labies could be accommodated
upon reasonable terms, Sometimes it is added
that the adopting parly must be o professing
Christian, but more often the advertiser costs
aslde all considerations of faith and practice,
and confines hersell to statements in regard to
the reasonablencss of terms.

The blue-eved baby business s enrried on to o
greater extent in New York than in any other
city upon the American continent. The number
of blue-eyed babics that come to the surface in
the columns of the duily and weekly pross s
immense. Baby-farming is a regularly recog-
nized business in Iteelf, nod those harples who
engage in the professlon are most snocessful |
who part with the greatest number of bables for
n consideration.

There are several of thege baby-farmers In Now
York. One of them is in 8t. Mark's Place, where
o female physiclan, in conjurction with a male
one, undertakes (o supply Christian families
with as many blue-eyed bablesas may be desired.
8he never makes nny charge, but it is tacitly
understood that bables of various degrees of
of blue-eyed beauty are to be procured from
her at il prices between 50 and 8150. The
proprietress hie a sharp eye, a shrewd tongue, o
long head, nnd o ghert manner, and is not ¢apn-
ble of belng brow-beaten., Another one is on
Third avenue, noar to Stewart's. It is loeated
over a shop, and pervaded withan alr of intense
respectability. Indeed, the “‘respectability” of

these places s their most gratitving and
galutary characteristic. The servant who
opens the door may look dowdy around

the hair and dirty around the neck, but she i=
respectable; the parlorinto which you are shown
may have cemetery-like mouldiness of atmos-
pluzru, suggestive of new-made graves, but the
pletures on the wall are seriptural in subject,
and the few ornnments are uniformably correct
and respectable; the “lndy™ who receives you is
generally attired in black bombazine (as though
she were n Rachel weeping for other people’s
children), but the respectability of her appear-
ance and language §8 one of the first things that
strikes you. This Third avenuc establishment
is, however, more of an office than anything else.
The real hospital and nurdery is “larther-up-
town."

From these issue most of the advertisemeonts
which dupes, blest with ne children of thei
own, and wishing te adopt those of otliers, so
readily answer. Beattered all over the city are
smaller ones, where the business is less artisti-
ally conducted, und the pollee descents upon
which render o temporary residence thero ex-
tremely risky.

It is in loles like these that the nohodies’
children of New York, who somehow or other
are “left over,” and never adopted out. go
through protracted courses of  Ill-treatment
which finslly bring them to the grave. What-
ever sorrowful chance may have taken the in-
nocent visitor to such a house, he will have re-
marked with inexpressible compassion the old
countenances of the withered and unhappy little
children that there abound. These are the blue-
eved babies that the advertisements run about,
and which the female physiciun is =0 desirons of
adopting out into s Chisuan  fumily where they
muy experience the comiorts
Wretehed children of nobody, 1
need i, for the tender mercios of
whose hands they are left are suve,
later, to conduct them to the crave.

Some of these ¢hildren eseape death, however,
by being sent to Randull’s lsland, whose nur-
geries recelved during the yvear 1868 over eleven
hundred such children,  Here thelr condition
at least o little better than under the roof-tree of
the venal {riond who assisted their mothers (nl
the rate of 8256 per week) In bringing them into
the world. They recelve at least some oducon-
tion. The girls are taught sewing, and the boys
get some inkling of farming. Thenee, periodi-
enlly they are sent West, and In o few yveuwrs no
small proporvtion of the populationof the prairie-
poopled West will consist of the
children of nobody, At the same time the con-
dition of the juvenlle occupants of Raodall's
Islund—those little illegitimate ones—1s nothloge
to brag of. The nurses there who take charge
of the wvounger children mix o grest doa
of their milk of haman Kindoess with bad gin
and eduente the lunocents to a love of whisky
The mortality among the infant population s
extremely lurge. Last yvear much more than
one-hall the entire number ndmitted died. The
various children's hospitals and other charitable
institutions for ehildren established in the ety
do something townrds mitigating this evil, but
all the benevolence heaped togother seems bhut
ns o drop In a bucket. 1t lsone of the great
shames of New York that there are such exten-
sive fucilitivs for the “puttinge away" of no-
body's children, and one of the first steps to-
wards reform sbould be the abolishment of wll
snch advertisements as the Blue-eyed boby ones,
